SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The CD-ROM (film) entitled Devil or Angel is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The CD-ROM contains a filmed feature explicitly depicting adult males and females 
engaged in consensual sexual activities, in the context of a simple and slightly farcical 
plot. The main theme of the story degrades and demeans women, by describing and 
depicting females manipulating males for favourable outcomes by engaging them in 
sexual activity. To this end, female sex-workers make themselves available for sexual 
services free of charge. A male sheriff repeatedly participates in sexual activities 
initiated by the women for this purpose, which presents as unprofessional conduct. 
Other degrading conduct is mainly repeated events of males ejaculating on the faces 
of females, which presents females as display surfaces. However the depiction of 
degrading and demeaning conduct and the manner in which the publication degrades 
females does not significantly impact on the relaxed and light tone of the story. 

Consideration has also been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill 
of Rights Act 1990. The restriction on the availability of this publication, which is a limit 
on freedom of expression, is considered to be reasonable and demonstrably justifiable 
given the sustained and explicit sexual content of the CD-ROM. 
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
